The Leadership Conference reviewed several of its mqsiriant priorities with the staff. In
particular, we are extremely concerned about Commigs&Ts to cap the Lifeline program to $1.2
billion at this time. We believe it is essentiatlhe FCC expand the Lifeline program immediately
to broadband, enabling low-income participants to purchasidsiimcluding broadband services

with their monthly subsidy. Finally, we emphasized thatwere very anxious to see the Commission
initiate pilot projects that will address other reasoesides cost that low-income people do not adopt
broadband. We had recommended to the Commission ttedigate $50 million to these pilots and
be ready to implement new programs based on those pya2013. We suggested the Commission
use some funds from the savings and efficiencies in gtedust fund to help pay for the pilot
programs.

We emphasized that we believe, just as the high oadti§ being moved to broadband services, so
should the Lifeline fund directed to low-income peoplee bélieve that if the Commission has found
a legally appropriate justification to expand the high gosgram to broadband, it should also be able
to do the same for the low income program.
